On the evening of December 29, 1940, the American Biological Society was or- 
ganized and the Constitution and By-Laws which had been prepared beforehand were 
adopted tentatively.

Society) for the support of Biological Abstracts and for numerous other purposes that 
will develop in time, I am certain that we have found the formula which will give us 
a common meeting ground for all biologists,” 


THE ELI LILLY AND COMPANY RESEARCH aWARD FOR 194¢ 


(Citation of award to Dilworth Wayne Worlley, read by President Charles 
Thom at the annual banquet of the Society of American Bacteriologists at 
St. Louis, Missouri, December 28, 1940.) 


An annual research award of $1,000,A0 and a Bronze Medal have been offered by 
Eli Lilly and Company to a young man ct woman, under thirty-one years of age, who 
has made outstanding contributions to knowledge in the fields of bacteriology or 
immunology while conducting investigative work in a non-commercial research or 
educational institution in the United States or Canada. This award is being made to 
stimulate research activities in young people and to recognize meritorious achieve- 
ment at a time in the life of the individual when recognition means the most, The 
recipient if chosen by an Award Committee composed of members of the Society of 
American Bacteriologists, the American Association of Immmologists, and the American 
Society for Experimental Pathology. 


The task of the Cammittee is not easy, since the names submitted to it have been 
those of very able and promising young men, This year the Committee has selected as 
the 1940 recipient of the award Dr. Dilworth W. Weolley, whose investigative work was 
done largely at the University of Wisconsin, 


Dr. Woolley's investigations have been concerned principally with the chemical 


and not directly to BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS, 
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structure of mold mycelium and the nutritive requirements of microcrganisms, Among 
his first contributichs were a series of studies on the chemical structure of one of 
the Aspergilli, with particular attention to the amino acids, phospholipids, purines 
and related compounds. Cyclic choline sulphate, a compound not previously known to 
occur in biological material, was isolated and identified as a constituent of mld 
mycelium, 


In the field of bacterial metabolism Dr, Woolley contributed substantially to 
our knowledge of the nutrient requirements of the butyl alcohol bacteria and hemo- 
lytic streptococci. He succeeded in preparing in concentrated form a growth-promo- 
ting substance for the butyl alcohol Clostridia and studied the chemical properties 
of the substance, His work demonstrated the importance of riboflavin, panthothenic 
acid, vitamin B, and suitatle reducing compounds in the cultivation of certain 
hemolytic streptococci, As a result of these studies he was among the first to 
demonstrate that some streptococci can be grown in media in which all constituents 
are supplied as pure compounds. In investigations on pantothenic acid he accomplished 
the partial synthesis of this compound in 1939 and obtained in crystalline form one 
of the two portions of the pantothenic acid molecule, thus contributing substantial- 
ly to our knowledge of the chemistry of this substance before its structure was 
finally determined, 


Dr. Wolley has displayed marked initiative in applying knowledge acquired in 
one field to the sclution of problems in a related field. Along with his work on 
the growth-factor requirements of microorganisms he carried on investigations in the 
parallel field of the B vitamins, playing an important part in the discoveries that 
nicotinic acid and pantothenic acid are required by animals. His ability to do out- 
standing research is amply demonstrated by the quality of his publications, In all 
of his work he has combined imagination, criginality, and an unusual maturity of 
judgment with technical skill and versatility of a high order, He has given abundant 
evidence of a resolute and unswerving devotion to scientific work, Dr, Woolley was 
the unanimous choice of the Committee for the 1949 Eli Lilly Award,

Biographical Sketch of Dilworth W, Woolley 


Dilworth W. Woolley was born July 20, 1914, at Raymond, Alberta, Canada, the son 
of A. D. Wornlley and Hattie Woolley. He secured his undergraduate education at the 
University of Alberta, receiving the B. S. degree in 1935, His graduate work was 
begun in 1955 at the University of Wisconsin, from which institution he received the 
Ph, D. degree in 1938, 


In 1938 Dr. Woolley was awarded the 16th International Physiological Congress 
Travelling Fellowship of the American Snciety of Biological Chemists and also spent 
a short time at the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, From 1938 to 
1939 he held a postedoctorate fellowship at the University of Wisconsin, and since 
1939 has been a fellow at the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research,

Bacterial Metabolism: "The round table on Bacterial Metabolism had informal 
presentations cn 'The use of isotopes in bacteriology' ty Dr. H. G. Wood, 'The trend 
of research in the field of vitamins in bacteriology' by Dr. S. A. Koser, and ‘The 
value and use of manometric technique in bacteriological research' by Dr. P. W, 
Wilson. Informality and discussion were stressed, 


"Members in attendance voted to organize a new section to deal with the 
physiology and biochemistry of microorganisms, It is planned to make the inception 
of the new section noteworthy and profitable to those who attend its sessions at the 
1941 meeting in Baltimore. This occasion is taken to request suggestions from mem- 
bers of the Society interested in the field."--C. H. Werkman, Chairman 


The History of Bactericlogy: "The central theme of the meeting (Round Table on 
the History of Bacteriology) neld on December 27, 1940 was the bacteriological 
history of St. Louis. With the distinguished pioneer, Dr. Amand Ravold presiding, 
the following program was presented: 

l. Pre-Bacteriological Era. Joseph Grindon, Sr. M. D. Professor of Derma- 
tology, St. Louis University Medical Sechcol. Member of the first 
bacteriology class at the Shaw School of Botany, Washington University, 

2. Beginnings of Bacteriology in St. Louis. William Trelease, Ph. D. Profes- 
sor Emeritus of Botany, University of Illinois, First teacher of 
bacteriology in St. Louis, 19888, 

3. Organization of the First Class in Bacteriology for Physicians, given at 
the Henry Shaw School of Botany, Washington University, 1888. Amand Ravold, 
M. D. Professor of Bacteriology, Washington University, 1680 to 1902, 

4, Sanitary History of St. Louis, 18935 to 1933, Max cC, Starkloff, M, D. 
Health Cemmissioner of the City of St. Louis, 1893 to 1933, 

5. History of Bacteriology in St. Louis from 1902 to 1940, Decwney L, Harris, 
M. D. Director, Anti-Rabies Clinic of St. Louis Health Department, and 
former City Bacterivlogist. 


"The participants were men who had done much to shape events during the emer- 
gence of bacteriology as a potent influence for sanitary progress; and they vividly 
presented the cultural and bacteriological chronicles of their community. Dr. 
Ravold is making use ef this material for the compilation of a history of bacter- 
iology in St. Louis,."--Barnett Cohen, Archivist, 


Poliomyelitis: “Regarding the present status of the portal of entry of the 
virus, evidence was presented a) that chimpanzees may be infected by mouth without 
involving the olfactory pathway or even when that pathway is surgically interrupted; 
b) that the same may also be true in cynomolgus monkeys but that more work is neces- 
sary to establish it on a firmer basis. The history of and the reasons for the 
various concepts regarding the human disease were reviewed, and the evidence point- 
ing to the alimentary tract as the portal of entry in man summarized. 


"The best means of detecting virus in the stools were discussed, with agreement 
that the combined intraperitoneal and intranasal inoculation was the best available 
method, The idea that the virus in the stools criginated in the upper respiratory 
tract was discussed and the existing evidence against it was not challenged. New 
data on the presence of virus in the stools of contacts and additional positive 
results with sewage were presented. Dissemination of virus and how it gets from one 
infected individual to another were left as completely open questions, 


"The greatest uncertainty was displayed on the question of the susceptibility 
of rodents to poliomyelitis virus. There was possibly more or less general 
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agreement a) that while Jungeblut's mouse virus was probably not poliomyelitis his 
claim that it can immunize against poliomyelitis should be investigated, and b) that 
Toomey has not yet proved that the ‘virus' he obtained in cotton rats by using toxic 
filtrates and the 'MV' virus is either the same he started out with or is indeed a 
poliomyelitis virus. The question was raised of the possible existence of polio- 
myelitis-like, even antigenically related, viruses in rodents with different host 
ranges and natural habitats, similar to the family of viruses which includes herpes 
‘simplex (man), B virus (monkeys), and pseudorabies (cattle), 


"The discussion on epidemiology concerned itself with rural and urban outbreaks 
with the role of subclinical immunity versus geography and other factors, and the 
relation of some outbreaks to streams and rivers, The high point was reached when 
one man claimed that given a piece of tissue paper and a pencil he could change any 
spot map showing a concentration of cases along rivers and streams into one showing 
a concentration along railroads. Another man thereupon offered to supply a piece of 
tissue paper, 4 pencil, and a great big red apple if he could so change some of his 
spot maps showing concentration along rivers and streams,"--Albert B. Sabin, Convener

"The speaker, Dr. James Hillier, gave a very interesting account of the main 
facts about the electron microscope: the general procedures involved in its use; the 
principles of its optics, in comparison with those of the ordinary light microscopes,

"A very large array of electron microscope photomicrographs were shown, de- 
picting such objects as rouge, lamp black, certain plactics, bacteria, and the

BOOK REVIEVS

of living beings’ is an accomplishment that should receive the attention of profes- 
sionally interested groups for whem it was 9nly sec»ndarily intended, Further, 
examination from the ecological point of view brings the problems of endemic and 
epidemic control into a perspective of which the professions concerned sheuld be no 
less aware than the thinking public. ‘Biological Aspects Of Infectious Disease’ is 
comparable to -- and distinctly different from -- Theobald Smith's 'Parasitism And 
Disease' and Zinsser's ‘Rats, Lice and History’. 


"Through an adroit marshalling of underlying facts and concepts and an expert 
analysis of epidemiologic data, the author ensures to the intelligent reader a per- 
ception of infection as an evolved organic whole, an insight into the complexities 
of its »peration on a world-wide scale, and a realization of the potential problems 
attendant upon its improved control. Sections on The Natural History of Infectious 
Disease and Some Important Diseases summarize present knowledge and practice in re- 
lation to selected major infections. The epilogue, New Diseases and Outlook for the 
Future, gives an admirably open statement of the profound questions to which the en- 
tire study leads. Thanks to the author's skill, the reading remains a pleasant 
pursuit. Incidental particulars of content or mode of presentation provide the 
stimulus for a number of discussions, The reader will do well, however, not to be 
diverted +n his first course through the book, For Dr. Burnet has accomplished for 
the general reader what is rarely undertaken for the special student. Seldom does a 
work in the fields of biologic science achieve so markedly the effect of unity, The

"The intelligent layman, in daily contact with the practical miracles of modern 
science, demands information as to their genesis. Many of the books written to meet 
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that need are superficial in the extreme; and by their hasty perusal the reader 
acquires a facile patter, with but little real cemprehension of the subject because 
of the limitations imposed by the method of presentation. On the other hand, some 
of these expository volumes represent a real contribution to adult education. In- 
formation is supplied concisely and readably, in its proper relationship to the 
‘science as a whole, and without obvious ‘writing-down', 


"Miss Hill's book definitely falls into the latter category, This is no elemen- 
tary, over-simplified presentation, but a meaty volume which the layman (and many 
bacteriologists) will read and re-read with profit. Wisely, no attempt is made to 
cover the. entire field of medical bacteriology or to discuss technical aspects, save 
in passing. Part I (of six chapters) deals with the more common pathogens and the 
diseases they cause. In Part II, five chapters are devoted to the parasite-hest 
relationship and the mechanism of immunity, followed by e@ discussion of wound 
healing. The next hundred pages (Parts IV and V) deal with the subject with which 
the author and her associates have been prominently identified, the field of anti- 
septics and disinfectants. 


"Perhaps the best clue to the coverage of the book is the bibliography of 726 
references. Such a wealth of factual data compacted into one volume might have made 
an encycledic compendium, informative but dull, However, the author's lively sense 
of humor, anecdotal style, and gift for a clear exposition, sustain the reader's in- 
terest throughout. The typesetter's substitution of *Lister' for *Wistar' Institute 
in some of the excellent illustrations is an unfortunate but minor slip!-Harry Eagle

IN MEMORIAM 


Godfrey Leonard Alvin Ruehle 
1884 1941 


"Godfrey Leonard Alvin Ruehle was born at Stillwater, Minnesota, on October 30, 
1684. After »btaining a Ph.G. in 1996 at the University of Washington, he received 
a B.S, degree in 1908 and an M.S. decree in Chemistry in 1910 from the same school, 
He continued graduate work at Cornell, Hobart, and Michigan State College specializ- 
ing in Bacteriology, From 1911 to 1918 he was Assistant Bacteriolegist at New York 
Agricultural Experiment Station, Geneva; and Assistant Professor and Associate 
Bacteriologist at Michigan State College from 1918 to 1926, He became Professor of 
Bacteriology at the University of Idaho, Moscow, in 1926 and after three years, tock 
the position of Senior Bacteriologist in the Department of Agriculture, which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death. 


"Among the papers he contributed to bacteriology of especial value was his 
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pioneer work in bacteriology of the air, This was accomplished in connection with 
the field of dairy bacteriology in which he specialized, After joining the Insecti- 
cide Division of the Food and Drug Administration, Mr. Ruehle devoted himself to the 
study of the bacteriolngical problems connected with disinfection and antiseptics, 
Translating French and German with ease, he was a valuable reviewer of scientific 
articles and his wide assortment of general interests lent value to his ability as 

a teacher, His death brought no greater loss to Science, than the loss felt ty the 
associates and friends of this understanding man with a warm and genial spirit,"--

AMENDMENT OF ARTICLE IV, SECTION 5 


A Committee on Monographs was appointed during February of last year by Presi- 
dent Charles Thom following a council vote at the 1939 annual meeting, and consists 
of:

The purpose of this Committee has been to study the advisability of again 
formulating a series of monographs; to study the entire relationship which now exists 
between the Society publications, in regard to insuring their coordination; and to 
make suitable recommendations to the Council of the Society, 
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The Committee reports: "ie have examined the entire relationship that now 
exists between these publications, and conclude that some form of editorial coor- 
dination is desirable, The fields of these publications are quite distinct, and 
such overlapping as now does occur is of minor significance. Nevertheless, there 
exists the chance for one publication to work at cross-purposes with the others, In 
the case of the JOURNAL OF BACTERIOLOGY and BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS, this has teen 
avoided through consultations between the respective editors and through the opera- 
tion of the unofficial "Editorial Board" of the Journal. We believe that the desired 
coordinatien can be accomplished through the medium of an official Publication Board 
of the Society.. 


"We suggest an amendment to the Constitution as follows: Amend Article IV, 
Section 5, by the insertion of the two sentences underlined below, 


“There shall be an editoreinechief for each of the publications of the 
Seciety. Each editor-in-chief shall be appointed by the Council to serve 
for a term of five years... Editors-in-Chief may appoint their own associ- 
ates. The editors-in-chief of all publications, with the President and 
the Secretary-Treasurer as ex x officio members, and the editor-in-chief ef of 
the Journal of Bacteriology a: as chairman, shall constitute the Publication 
Board of the . Society. The duties of of the Publication Board ~ shall be to 
coordinate tt the editorial policies of all Society publications not ~other- 
wise provided for, and to advise ‘the Council on matters relating te publi- 
oatione. 


This revision was approved by the Council at the 1940 annua? meeting, and also 
by the members of the Society who attended the business meeting at the annual 
convention in St. Louis on December 28, 1940. 


In order for this amendment to become effective and in accordance with Article 
X of the Constitution, the Secretary-Treasurer has presented the above prceposed 
change, together with a ballot. "The Secretary-Treasurer shell canvass the ballots 
reaching him within thirty days from the date of mailing, and if the proposed amend- 
ments receive the approval of two-thirds of the (active paid-up) members voting, 
they shall be considered carried,"--Article X, Section l,
